In Hurricane Betsy’s wake in 
Louisiana and Mississippi the Red 
Cross will be on the job for sever- 
al months helping the homeless 
in the toughest and costliest disas- 
ter operation these states in the 
organization’s history, according to 
reports from New Orleans head- 
quarters to the Hancock County 
Chapter. 

J. Cyril Glover, chapter chair- 
man, said the Red Cross has called 
in its family casework and build- 
ing construction specialists from 
30 states to help stricken families 
to recover, Betsy relief is being 
given in 22 Louisiana parishes and 
three Mississippi coastal counties, 
also six counties in south Florida. 

“Already registered for help, 
mostly in Louisiana, are more than 
17,000 families.” “They have re- 
ceived clothing, medical, food and 
other help of immediate need. Most 
of them also will need further help 
in recovery, such as funds for 
homes reconstruction and re- 
furnishing, restoration of small 
businesses which provide family 
living income, and help in paying 
for extended medical care of storm 
injured, rental of temporary living 
quarters, and other needs.” 

From Atlanta, Paul M. Moore, 
Southeastern Area Red Cross 
manager, after spending several 
days in the Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi disaster areas, reported to 
Mr. Glover that as much as $5,000,- 
000 is expected to be expended on 
the relief job. 

“The Red Cross” Moore said, 
“has both the legal and moral man- 
date as the nation’s official disaster 
relief agency in meeting human 
needs. We are doing just that in 
the Hurricane Betsy operation, 
and we shall continue for many 
weeks ahead until the needs are 
met.”

The booster, designated the S-IC- 
I, was moved to the Quality and 
Reliability Assurance Laboratory 
where is will be checked out auto- 
matically in preparation for static 
firings. 


Upon completion of the check- 
out, during which the 138-foot 
long booster will be put through 
all conditions except actual firings 
of the engines, the booster will be 
taken to the Test Laboratory... 


There it will be placed in the 
mammoth. S-IC static test stand 
where it will be captive fired at 
its full 7.5 million pounds thrust. 

Dr. Wernher von Braun, director 
of the Marshall Center, said he

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ESTIMATE AID 
FROM RED CROSS 
TO BE $300,000 


A projected figure of $300,000 
is the amount the Red Cross will 
have to spend on aid to storm 
disaster victims in the Bay St. 
Louis, Pass Christian, Biloxi and 
Pascagoula areas, according . to 
Harold Denny, Red Cross official 
last week. 

This represents $75,000 per week 
for a four week period, Denny 
said has been poured into the eco- 
nomy of the area. 

Denny said his office has pro- 
cessed 600 applications for assist- 
ance, with an anticipated 50 more 
in the next three to five days. 

This morning Denny said $20,000 
had already been spent and that 
case workers would remain on the 
job for another several days to give 
everyone needing assistance the 
opportunity to apply. 

Two new case workers are on 
the job to help the six who 
have been working. They are Miss 
Elaine Ray of Atlanta, an experi- 
enced Red Cross worker just off 
a disaster job in Missouri, and 
Jo Ann Montgomery who has been 
with the Keesler AFB Red Cross 
office. 

Denny explained the $300,000 
figure may fluctuate but feels it 
is a realistic estimate. 

Denny said the Bay St. Louis 
workers are faced with victims who 
have been displaced by the storm 
and they need low reniai property 
for three to six months. Several 
families are in this category. 

Owners of such property are 
being asked to contact the Red 
Cross office in Bay St. Louis.

Mississippi vehicle license plates 
for 1966 will go on sale Friday, 
October 1, in the sheriff's office. 

Sheriff Sylvan Ladner is asking 
all persons when purchasing tags 
on previously owned vehicles to 
bring last year’s license receipt or 
if getting a license on a new one 
to bring their bill of sale. 

Anyone who bought a vehicle in 
October is required to purchase a 
1965 and a 1966 license, the sheriff 
stated. 

The law requires, that all per- 
sons moving into the state have 
30 days to purchase Mississippi li- 
cense plates and 60 days to get 
their driver’s licenses. Tags for

But they will need to let 
the Social Security Administration 
know that they want to take the 
voluntary medical insurance by 
completing and returning the en- 
rollment card mailed to them with 
their information kit. 

People over 65 who are eligible

in touch with the nearest 
social security district office to ap- 
ply as soon as possible. Even if 
they can't collect right now be- 
cause their current earnings from 
employment are too high for them 
to qualify for benefits, they will 
be eligible for hospital insurance 
when it starts next July. 

People over 65 who have never 
.worked under social security — 
or who have not worked long 
enough to qualify for social secu- 
rity benefits--will need to apply for 
both hospital insurance and the 
voluntary medical insurance. How- 
ever, those who are receiving old- 
age assistance under a public wel- 
fare program will get information 
on how to sign up from their wel- 
fare agencies. 

People who will be 65 before 
the end of this year have until 
March 31, 1966, to apply for the 
voluntary medical insurance, which 
requires payment of a $3 monthly 
premium beginning July 1. This 
amount is matched by a monthly 
premium paid by the Government. 

Hospital insurances and medical 
insurance protection under social 
security do not begin until the first 
of July 1966, Sewell said. He urged 
persons 65 and older not to cancel 
prior to this date any hospital in- 
surance or medical insurance they 
may have.

shrinks when it dries and swells 
when it gets wet. Irregular shrink- 
ing and swelling in different. part 
of the same piece of wood some- 
times causes warping, splitting, 
fauilure of coatifigs to adhere.” 


For a better understanding of 
the properties of wood which af- 
fect shrinkage, the Department of 
Porsstry is studying the shrinkage 
of southern pine wood in relation 
to factors which vary between one 
piece of wood and the next or with- 
in the same piece, such as specific 
gravity, ratio of summerwood to 
springwood, growth rate, position 
in the tree, etc. 

In the Department of Forestry 
Dr. Joe Yao, assistant professor, 
has designed a devite for determin- 
ing the specific gravity of isolated 
Pieces of springwood and summer- 
wood, using particles about 1/8” 
x 1/8” x 112." Standard test 
blocks are 2” x 2” x 6”, 

This device is an apparatus in 
which the wood sample is immers- 
ed in mercury and the valume of 
mercury displaced is measured. 
Mercury is used because of its high 
surface tension. In order to be sure 
the mercury comes in close con- 
tact with the wood at all points 
including jagged and irregular 
surfaces on the small particles, the 
apparatus creates pressure on the 
mercury. The amount of pressure 
is controlled by the size of a bore 
through which the mercury is 
forced out of the apparatus during 
displacement. 

Although the blocks used in this 
method are only about one-three- 
thousandth of the size required for 
the standard test, results indicate 
comparability within one percent,

BROTHERS MISSIONED 
TO GHANA VISIT 
ALMA MATER 


Two vacationing Divine Word 
Missionary Brothers from the Dio- 
cese of Accra, West Africa, visited 
their alma mater, the Divine Word 
Seminary of St. Augustine în Bay 
St. Louis, Mississippi last week. 
The Brothres were Michael Miller, 
S. V. D., of Baltimore, Maryland 
and Stephen Dorsey, S. V. D., of 
Washington, D. C. 

Brother Michael began his mis- 
sionary career with the Society of 
the Divine Word, February 7, 1939 
in Bay St. Louis, Miss. He made 
his perpetual vows here Novem- 
ber 1, 1940. Having volunteered 
many times, Brother Michael was 
finally missioned to Ghana in 1948. 
His first assignment was in a per- 
manent mission station in the town 
of Kwahu Tafo located 120 miles 
from Accra. Brother Michael was 
purchaser and seller of school sup- 
plies and religious books. 

Brother Michael returned to the 
Divine Word Seminary in Techny, 
Illinois in 1952. He was an appren- 
tice tailor for 2 years whereupon 
he returned to Ghana and set up a 
tailoring shop in the town of Nsa- 
wam. Brother Michael was literal- 
ly a “fac totum” here as sacristan, 
manager of the residence, altar boy 
scoiety organizer, in addition to 
his apprenticing 2 youngsters in 
tailoring. 

From 1962-1965 Brother Michael 
served at the St. John’s College 
and Seminary in Koforidua in a 
general capacity, The institution is, 
staffed by seven Divine Word 
Fathers and 2 lay teachers. 

Brother Stephen, S. V. D., began 
his studies with the Divine 
Word Missionaries in Bay St. 
Louis, Miss. September 8, 1940. 


| Final vows were made November 


1, 1949. Organist, clerical worker 
and cook in Bay St. Louis, Broth- 
er’s desire to go Ghana was finally 
granted in 1953. 

From 1953-1958 Brother Stephen 
was secretary to Most Rev. Joseph 
Bowers, S. V. D., Bishop of Ghana, 
also an alumnus of the Divine 
Word Seminary of St. Augustine 
in Bay St. Louis, Miss. 

Following a vacation to the 
States in 1958, Brother Stephen 
returned to Ghana in April of 
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1959. Here he assists Rev. Peter 
Wildenberg, S. V. D. of Holland 
in the latter’s capacity .of regional 
procurator for the Divine Word 
Missionaries in Ghana. During his 
recent vacation Brother Stephen 
studied French at Howard Univer- 
sity in Washington, D. C. 

Veteran Missionaries now Broth- 
ers Michael and Stephen sanction- 
ed the present policy of the Divine 
Word Society of updating the 
training of religious Brothers. As 
first envisioned by the Society's 
founder, Father Arnold Janssen, 
S. V. D., the Divine Word Brothers 
were to be religious primarily en- 
gaged in manual and clerical occu- 
pations. As in the case of Brothers 
Michael and Stephen the latitude 
of the missionary Brothers’ role in 
the foreign missions is much 
broader than that of a Brother as- 
signed to a religious community in 
the States. 

Occasionally people approach us 
for solutions to some personal and 
thelogical problems; whereas they 
hesitate to approach priests.” Bro- 
ther Michael declared. “Missionary 
Brothers need training in contem- 
porary theology, some psychology 
as well as sociolgy.” Brther Stephen 
added, “Candidates to the mission- 
ary Brotherhood should also study 
foreign languages. This contact 
with the mechanics of a foreign 
language will equip the missionary 
Brother for language study in the 
missions, It’s a great asset for the 
Brother to speak the language of 
the people.” 

Queried as to the adaptation of 
local African languages to supple- 
ment Latin in the liturgy of the

thinking Latin prayers are “a 
Powerful Prayer” in a group 
discussion one African S. V.
